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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The application filed 11/18/03 has been examined. Claims 1-25 are pending. 

2. The IDS filed 5/26/04 has been considered. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1, 2, 6, 12, 15, 16 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ishihara et al. (6,304,800). 

A. As per claims 1 and 15, Ishihara discloses an apparatus and method for use in 
providing altitude warnings, particularly as it concerns identified runways (Abs.). Fig. 
1 shows a terrain awareness and warning system comprising at least one database (24) 
for storing terrain information and information specific to a particular runway (col. 9, 
line 66 to col. 10, line 6; col. 10, lines 23-27); a look-ahead warning generator (14) for 
providing terrain clearance warnings by visual (28) and aural (26) means; and a 
processor (12) configured to identify a runway on which the aircraft is to land and 
access information about the terrain in and around the runway as a basis for issuing 
alerts during the approach to land (col. 4, lines 8-28). Ishihara discloses that the terrain 
and runway information are predetermined and stored in on-board databases and 
utilized in conjunction with aircraft position coordinates to determine whether an alert 
should be issued (col. 9, line 48 to col. 10, line 32). 
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B. As per claims 2, 6, 12, 16 and 25, as above wherein the databases contain 
information about each runway and surrounding terrain as well as minimum altitudes 
required by aircraft at certain distances from the selected runway in order to avoid 
collisions with terrain/obstacles (col. 10, lines 22-32). 

5. Claims 3-5, 7-11, 13, 14 and 17-24 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The cited documents are of general interest.
